The Coin World cited in the bibliography of my article includes a reproduction of Burger's advertisement. | do 
not recall if it gives an exact citation of which issue of the _Packet_ it appeared in, but | will locate my copy of 
Swoger's article and try to figure it out -- I'd be more than happy to send you a "faithfull and acurate copie" of 
the text. The info on Burger and Myer Myers came from _New York State Silversmiths_, published in 1964 by 
the Darling Foundation. In their brief mention of Myers' career, they noted Burger was his apprentice. The 
book is tough to find, so | can xerox the appropriate pages for you if you'd like to add them to your archives. 


The Hurd table is gorgeous. It was added to the article by the kind agency of Barbara Gregory of the 
Numismatist. It would perhaps have been preferable to have a NY table from the period, but the distinction 
between a table from Mass. and one from NY may have been lost on her graphics layout people. | was 
actually very pleased with how little she edited and how it turned out generally. | may have to start writing 
some more!
